prefer to eke out a miserable exist- 
ence, in squalor and misery, on a few 
shillings a week, rather than spend 
their days in a place where they are 
at least assured of a comfortable bed, 
enough to eat, and clean clothing. 

And yet there are folk possessing 
savings amounting to between $500 
and $1,000, who have preferred to live 
in the “House” rather than in a 
home of their own. For what reason, 
whether for miserly motives or be- 
cause they like the comforts of work- 


house life, it is impossible to say; 
but the fact remains, according to a 
recent report of the Bethnal Green 


Board of Guardians, that a number 
of people with money preferred the 
“House” to liberty. 


It was discovered, for instance, that 
the wife of a glassblower had a bank- 
ing account of over $600, $500 of 
which was subsequently awarded to 
the guardians and the balance to the 


husband 
\nother case was that oF an inmave 


f seventy-five—formerly a soldier in 
the American Civil War—who was 
tound to be the owner of an army pen- 
sion from the American Government 
of $150, a British Government an- 
nuity of $150, $700 in a building so- 
iety, and $100 in Turkish bonds. Of 
this the guadians exacted $7 weekly 
for the cost of maintenance, and the 
balance was handed over to the rela- 
tives on the old man’s death. 

Another case was that of a fish-stall 
holder of sixty-one, who was admitted 
on account of destitution, and was 
found to have $200 in a penny bank. 
That the “House” is popular with @ 
number of elderly folk, who, did they 
desire it, could live in comfort ia 
homes of their own, is borne out by 
several striking cases.

Andrews, forestry commissioner, by

:Cartis, of Roosevelt, who have been 
‘investigating the origin. 


The report says there is sufficient | 


evidence to show that the fire was set 
by the railroad on the Canadian side 
during the latter part of July. The 
fire worked south to the north branch 
of the Beaudette river and north to 
‘Rainy River, covering about eight 
‘square miles. It burned up to the 
west side of Beaudette and lay 
smouldering until October 7 when it 
was fanned by a terrific wind and led 
to the disaster. About the same time 
the fire was seen on the right-of-way 
just east of Winter Road river. This 
fire worked east three miles and about 
two miles back on each side of the 
track, where it connected with the fire 
which was started on the Beaudette 
side of the river. 

Kight prosecutions against the Ca- 
nadian Northern railway for allowing 
combustible material on the right-of- 
way are now pending in the district 
court of Beltrami county. The rail- 
road is fighting the constitutionality 
of the law. If the state wins in these 
cases the forestry department plans 
to bring action against the Canadian 
Northern for sixteen other fires alleg- 
ed to have been set since July. The 
loss from the recent fires is est’mated 
at about five million do'lars by agents 
of the forestry commission. 


PULPWOOD SUPPLY DISCUSSED 


Report Made to Washington that Que- 
bec’s Prohibition of Exports Will 
Not be Effective for Years 
Washington—The action of the gov- 
;ernment of the province of Quebee 
prohibiting exportation of pulpwood 
cut on its crown lands, taken up from 
and after May 1, 1910, and on settlers’ 
lands taken up from and after Sept. 
1, 1910, will not have the effect of re- 
ducing the quantity of pulpwood for 
export for years to come and perhaps 
never, according to Consul Gebhard 
Willrich, of Quebec, who has made a 
report on the subject to his govern- 


ment. 
Consul Willrich reached this con- 
clusion after a carful study of the 


pulpwood situation in Quebec, The 
conclusion, he says, would not be 
justified if settlers lands located Sept. 
1, 1910, could have been made subject 
to the restriction, but that cannot be 
done for legal and other reasons. To 
deprive such settlers of their lands, he 


says, is not practicable nor even con- 


templated.

Murray, B.A.; David Forsyth, B.A., 
and James Simpson. The itinerary in- 
cludes Port Arthur, Fort William, 
Winnipeg, Portage la Prairie, Bran- 
don, Moose Jaw, Regina, Saskatoon, 
Prince Albert, Strathcona, Edmonton, 
Calgary, Lethbrilge, Medicine Hat, 
Vancouver, Nanaimo, Victoria, Fernie, 
Nelson and Vernon. 

Among the questions which will be 
asked and the information required

$2,000,000 LOST IN VICTORIA FIRE 


Firemen and Militia Had Great Diffi- 
culty in Keeping the Flames 
Under Control 
Victoria, B. C.—The fire which start- 
ed in Spencer's department store 
swept througn the heart of the city’s 
business section. It wiped out several 
of the finest buildings, and caused a 
loss roughly estimated at from $1,500,- 
(0 to $2,000,000. Huge fire brands 
floated on the high wind which swept 
towards the water front, and it was 
with difficulty that the firemen, aided 
by the militia and by the garrison at 
work Point barracks, kept the flames 
from sweeping a broad patn to the 

water's edge. 

Many blezing embers were carried 
out over the water, endangering snip- 
ping in the harbor. Several unpro- 
tected yachts, indeed, caugst five and 
burned like floating beacons in the 
bay. The alarm was given about 10.30 
o'clock, and as a wind was bowing 
hard it was realized that the firemen 
had a big fight on their hands. The 
brigade had been recentiy reorganized 


and it found itself unable to cope 
with the conflagration, which was 
spreading with great rapidity. The 


troops were then called out, and they 
not only aided in keeping order among 
the frightened, half-clad crowds, but 
manned the fire apparatus and helped 
the brigade to fight the flames. 


JUGGLED WITH AVIATION PRIZE 


Arranged Matters so That Engiish- 
men and Frenchmen Were 
Barred 
New York.—J. A. Drexe] announced 
at a dinner given to a number of avia- 
tors that he would resign from the 
Aero Club of America “in disgust,” 
because of the ruling prohibiting 
White from a second trial at the 
statue of Liberty prize. The ruling is 
contrary to all traditions of sport and 
honor, and as an American, familiar 
with conditions of sport in Europe, I 
cannot allow an act of such unfairness 
to pass without protest. By their de- 
cision they have barred such fliers as 
Radler, the Englishman, and Auburn, 

the Frenchman, from competing. 

“As a general result it will be said 
in Kurope that the Liberty prize was 
juggled into an American’s hands. 
This will only be the plain truth ac- 
cording to the conditions of the con- 
test as understood by the aviators. 
The plain fact is, that the committee 
seeing a chance to win the prize for an 
American, went back on their word, 
and by closing the contest and the 
ofticial meeting, stopped two men, De 
Less and Grahame-White, from try- 
ing again and the others from com- 
peting.”’ 


Cc. N. R. NEARING CALGARY 


Constructions Trains Are Now Run- 
ning Across the Red Deer 
River 

Calgary.—There is, after all, a 
strong probabiity that the whistle of 
a Canadian Northern railway locomo- 
tive may be heard witnin the city 
limits of Calgary before the New Year, 

The grading of the line is now prac- 
tically compieved to within a short dis- 
tance of the Bow river and the con- 
tractors are just fini-hing some small 
gaps before winter sets in. 

The work of laying the steel is be- 
ing rushed ahead along the Rosebud 
and has already progressed a consid- 
erable distance towards C:lgary, on 


this side of the Red Deer river. This 
work can be carried on all winter, 
with the exception of cold, stormy 
days. 

ine construction trains have been 
running across the Red Deer river 


bridge for some time hauling steel for 
the tracklayers. 

All this is evidence that the C. N. R.

CONTROL WATER-POWER 


The Alberta Government Will Be 
Asked to Develop Resources 
of the Province 
Edmonton, Alta.—Edmonton is to 


endeavor to effect a co-operation with 
the other towns and cities of the prov- 
ince in bringing influence to bear on 
the provincial givernment to take un- 
der its control the water power re- 
sources of the province and to develop 
them for the benefit of the municipali- 
ties, according to a resolution passid 
by the city council recently, and 
which was introduced by Ald. Hynd- 
man. The scheme as outlined is in 
principle the same as that which has 
been consummated in Ontario by the 
hydro-electric commission, It is pro- 
posed that the matter be brought to 
the attention of the secretary of union 
of Alberta municipal ties, who it is 
expected will arrange a committee 
compose of delegates from the vari- 
ous Alberta municipalities to lay the 
matter before the legislature.

VANCOUVER HINDOO WILL BE 
SENT TO HONOLULU 


Federal Authorities Apprehend a 
Hindoo at Coast City, Who Was 
in Possession of Information Re- 
garding Many Deadiy Explosives— 
Had Addresses of Agitators Against 
British Rue. 


Vancouver, B. C.—Comprehensive 
notes respecting the hanuiirg and 
treatment of nitro-gycerine with fre- 
quent references to dynamite, iron 
r. torts, acids, therostats and their par- 
aphernalia, weil-known to the cacmis- 
try of higu exp.osives, were found on 
the person of H. Rahim, an ex- 
Mohimmedan, arrested by the federal 
immigration autno.ities of Vancouver, 
who have instructions from Ottawa to 
deport him tos Honoluiu on Novern- 
ber 14 

Rahim also carried in a note book 
containing his infoi;mation regarding 
dceadiy explosives, the names and ad- 
dresses of «a number of well-known 
agitators against British rule in India. 
Tne nimes were those of agitators re- 
siding in the United States, France, 
Egypt, South Africa and India. 

So interesting was all this informa- 
tion to J. H. MacGilt, f-deral immi- 
gration agent at this port, that he took 
cha.ge of Rahim’s little book for fur- 
ther investigation und it is possible 
that by this time the Ottawa authori- 
ties are in poss ssion of a synopsis of 
the deta compiied by this man, who is 
held te have been illegally in Canada 
for several months. 

Rahim, who doseribes himself as 
maneger of the Canedian-Indian Sup- 
ply and Trust company, a concern 
with offices on the south side of Hast- 
ings street, between Carrall street and 
Columbia avenue, was arrested by the 
immigration authorities following the 
receipt of instructions from Ottawa 
that he should be deported at the 
earliest possible opportunity. 

NATIONALIZE RAILWAYS 


Signs That All the English Roads May 
Be Put Under Government 
Direction 

London.—There are signs here that 
point at a coming nationalization of 
English railroads. The army of rail- 
road employees want dt with all their 
heart al the actions of the rai:road 
companies themselves are hastening 
its coming. Following the example of 
the American roids the railroads of 
England have formed combines and 
signed working agreements and even 
in a country as conservative as Eng- 
land it is general_y admitted, that this 
grouping of the roads will eventually 
give them such monopoly end power 
that the suffering public will demand 
thet the State must own them as it 
now owns the telegraph and telephone 
service

BIRD SONG RECORDS. 


English Naturalist Secures Nightin- 
gale’s Melody for Gramaphone. 


During the coming winter (tne 
nighiingale’s song will be heard on 
the gramophone. After many at- 


tempts, Mr. Oliver G. Pike, F.Z.8 
F.R.P.S.., of England, has succeedwd 
in recording the song which will be 
heard in various lecture hails 
throughout the country. 

Mr. Pike, who lives near the fam- 
ous woods of Winchmore Hill, which 
rare birds frequent, is an enthusiastic 
naturaiist, the youngest lecturer in 
the country on birds and bird life, 
and the author of eight books, all 
illustrated by photographs taken by 
himself in all parts of the British 
Isles. 

Quite recently he formed one of a 
small party which journeyed to the 
lonely island of St. Kilda to make 
observations on the habits of the sea 
birds nesting in the island and on 
the adjacent rocks. 

“T have had some amusing experi- 
ences,”’ said Mr. Pike, “owing to my 
youthful appearance. At one hall in 
Manchester, where [ wns to deliver a 
lecture, I gave my slides to the lan- 
tern operator, who then asked me if 


Mr. Pike was coming along. 

“Quite recently L have succeeded in 
devising means of taking bioscope 
pictures of wild birds in the true 


colors of nature, 
“Yes, IT have had some narrow es- 
capes with my bioscope. Not long 


ago I was photographing a group of) 


gannets hear the top of a large rock 
600 feet high 

“T was just on the edge of a cliff, 
about 500 feet up, had got my bios- 
cope in position, and had taken a 
length of film, when I heard a shout 
above me. 

“Looking up I found that two 
climbers about seventy feet above me 
had accidentally dislodged a large 
boulder, which seemed to be coming | 
straight for me down the slone to 
the point where 1 stood with the 
machine.

Although only a secone 
or two coming, it seemed an age to 
me. To my great relief it struck 
another piece of rock just above me, 
and this turned its path a few inches 
from where I stood. 

“In another case I was trying to 
photograph a raven's nest on a steep 
Welsh inland cliff. Just as IT) was 
putting the camera in its position it 
became dislodged, and I saw it 
bounding down the cliff side. It fell 
about fifty feet and then disannneared 
over the ledge, Descending, T looked 
over, and there to my delight T saw 
it caucht in a bush, and subsequent- 


ly found it so little damaged that I 
was able to use it later. 

“LT was once attacked by tramps 
while on a lonely road. One threw a 
stone at the camera, but hit me on 
the head instead, knocking me sense- 


I found afterwards tha: he was 
making off with the camera 
man came up and seized him. 

‘Som-times on these explorations 
I get home rather late. Two years 
ago I was arrested by a detective 
as a fowl thief. This was a huge 
joke, because by showing them some 
of my pictures I was able to prove 
that I ‘took’ birds, but only with the 
camera,”

when he was a little boy, who start- 
ed taking photographs of them in 
stead of taking their nests. Since

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THE WELSH, ISTEDDFOD 


THE ANNUAL ST OF SONG IS 
A VERY OLD ‘INSTITUTION. 
—— 


History Goes ‘Back to 517 A.D., 
When the Bard Taliesin Presided 
Over the National Musical Gather- 
ing — Reason That More Widsly 
Known Music Is Not Produced Is 
Found In Piety of the Welsh. 


The National Eisteddfod, which is 
held annually in North or South 
Wales,was held recently at Colyn Bay. 
Formerly the Eisteddfod was criticize, 
«by the English press rather severel 
but as its quaint ceremonies have 
come to be better understood, more 
sympathy is shown towards the vener- 
able institution. There are, of course, 
many who continue to adversely criti- 
cize the ““Gorsedd,”’ or Supreme Court 
of authority; but it is feared that 
these and others of similar opinions 
overlook the fact that the Kisteddfod 

(of which the Gorsedd is an adjunct) 

has, whatever its defects, helped to 
make the Welsh a music-loving moral 
people. It is a proud thing to be able 
| to say that a nation’s chief hobby 1s 
music and poetry. 

It is impossible to say when music 
entered into the ceremonies of the 
Druids, the founders of the Gorsed} 
and of the Eisteddfod, or “Chair” as 
| it was formerly designated. There 1- 
a record of an Eisteddfod held in 
South Wales in the year 617 A.D., ani 

it was presided over by the bard Taliv- 
‘sin. Another was held in the year 
| 640, at Deganwy, or Conway, and its 
president was Maelgwn Gwynedd. Thi- 

rson offered a reward to such of the 
ards and minstrels as should swiiu 
over the River Conway. ‘The poor 
harpists who swam had their harp- 
damaged in the water, whilst the 
throats of the bards or singers were 
not affected, and, of course, they car- 
ried off the prize or prizes. ‘The re- 
cords of eariy EKisteddfods are rar>. 
but I will name three ,the first being 
that held in Cardigan Castle in lit, 
when Cadwgan ap Bleddyn, Prince otf 

South Wales, invited the princes ail 
chieftains of all parts of Wales, in 

cluding the chief bards, singers, asad 
musicians, “and set chairs tor thew 
(anu instituted contests between then., 
as was the practice at the feasts ol 
hing Artur.” In 1135, at that heli 
in Ystrad ‘lywi, &c., was kept up fo: 
forty days, “when all were allowed to 
depart, and the bards, musicians, anu 
learned men, and performers of ever 
sort, were honorably rewarded.” tu 
the same century Prince Gruifydd ap 
Cynan held an bisteddfod at Caerwy-. 
Nort Wales, tor the purpose of regu 
lating miustreisy. Here jaws were 
tablisued ior the better regulation of 
music aid poetry. 

As musi now the principal at 
traction of the Eisteddfod, it is natural 
fo dsK Waelucr it is being deveimyped 
thereat on the right lines. Judging 
| by results—the best possible method 
tue duswer is “‘No.”’ Neither have the 
Histeddfodic competitions in many 
cases stimulated the poets to produce 
their best work; and it may be added 
that no poem or ode successful at the 

hisiedufod has gained world-wide 
fame. Of course, tae Welsh language, 

in which the successiul poets have 
sung, Has hand.scapped them, though 
itis a splendid meaium for the expres 
sion of the poet's varied thoughts arma 
emotions. music has not been handi- 
cap, d in the Bistoddfod because of 
language; and although Macauwiay may 
be rguc tu stating that poetry will be 
of less use as the light of kuowledge 
increases, itis patent to ali that music

Some of these things have their right 
place in the educauon and artlife of 
the people, ‘here is ever before us 
the fear of becoming too world uind 
ed, and so Art suffers; development 
Is arrested, 

The Listeddfod is the moeting-ola\ 
of the Welsh as a people, and it must 
not be forgotten that the world 
measures the standard of the music 
by what is heard thereat. The stand- 
ard varies but little from year to year. 
Knowledge, however, is spreading and 
the Welsh people are taking a wider 
outlook Uouu art, and we aie hovetul 
it will ere long have its rightful place 
in the national life. It behooves 
our Eisteddfod leaders so to direet the 
working of the venerabie institution 
that it may always encourage and set 
its seal upon all efforts which have tor 
their object the placing of Wales upouw 
a high pedestal in the world of Art. 
Then, indeed, it will deserve the title 
by which we so delight in calling it,

RELIC OF ARMADA. 


Important Discoveries Have Been 
Made In Tobermory Bay. 

Salvage operations at th anot 
where the Tuscany galleon Florencia 
is upposed to have peen lost in 
Tobermory Bay, Scotland, have led 
to such important finds during the 
past fortnight that those in charge 
of the operations hawe decided to 
charter a powerful suction dredger 
capable of clearing the area where the 


majority of the undoubted relics of 


the Florencia have beon found. 
Two days before diving ceased 

there was recovered a fine silver 

lamp, of Italian pattern, quite close

days ago. The recovery of such ar 
ticles as silver lamps, silver plates 


and silver candlesticks bears out the 
story in the Spanish records, that 
there was on board quite a fortune 
in the way of sacred vessels, silver 
crucifixes, lamps, and candelabra 
belonging to the seven priests who 
sailed in the vessel. 

In the list of the treasures carried 
on the Florencia were included a 
crown of gold, with many jewels, and 
the admiral’s sword. The diver one 
day came upon the richly adorned 
basket-hilt of a sixteenth-century 
rapier. The quillons of the hilt dis- 
played beautiful filigree work, and on 


the guard was a Maltese cross, with 
ball and crown, under which was a 
monogram “G.R.”” The guard was 
still further ornamented with fine 


imitations of flowers and other fancy 
work. 

An authority on antiquities, at 
present on holiday at Tobermory, 
considers that the decorations of the 
hilt are of gold, and this opinion is 
strengthened by the fact that the hilt 
was entirely free from lime incrusta- 
tions. In the records of the Clan 
MacLean district mention is made of 


the admiral’s sword being on board 
the Florencia. The hilt found may 
or may not be that of the admiral’s 
sword, but it certainly is that of 


some grandee, and on the Florencia 
there were at least two such grandees 


—Don Garcia Chanez and Don Fer- 
nando Bernadino.

by Charles Dickens of the lady, who 
kept to her room and would not suffer 
the wedding feast to be removed from 
the table after the wedding was inter 
rupted.

Her friends 
came to visit her; if she was possess- 
ed of a ‘‘genteel’’ fortune, like Mary 
Lydia Lucrine, she provided tea anv 
cake or something hot, with a glas- 
of cordial. If, however, she had no 
money, she had to stay at home and 
to go on with the old domestie du 
ties. In that case she speedily pieced 
together tne fragments of the broken 
heart and give it perhaps none the 
worse for the fracture and the recov- 
ery, t0 another man, 
Doubles’ Troubles.
